S. A. VAN ORMER KILLED 


Editor and Proprietor of Bedford Gazette 


Met Death Near Schellsburg 


;> 


EARLY THURSDAY MORNING 


Alone in his car, the exact cause of his death will 


no doubt remain a .mystery—Funeral will be 


held Sunday Morning, at 10 o'clock. 


Word was received here yesterday 


morning at 8:20 o'clock that Samuel 
A. Van Ormer, editor and owner of 
the Bedford Gazette, had been killed 
in an accident to his automobile 
near Schellsburg. The message came 
as a great shock to his wife and 
friends and young and old alike feel 
keenly his sudden call. Friends has- 
tened to the scene of the accident, if 
such it were, but willing hands could 
do nothing besides bearing the body 
to the home of his aged and stricken 
parents. 
There were no witnesses, 


but two little girls driving cows to 
pasture came upon the wrecked car, 
wjith the body of Mr. Van Ormer ly- 
ing near it, about one-fourth mile 
east of Schellsburg. They ran back 
to the town and summoned aid, Har- 
ry Hull, John Garlinger, Dr. Schell 
Taylor, and Prof. George L. Wolfe 
going immediately to the scene. 


S. A. VAN ORMER 


Mr. Van Ormer had not been in 


good health for several weeks but 
was in the 
office on Wednesday. 


About 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
he brought out his car and, telling 
his wife that he was going to Schells- 
burg to breakfast with his parents, 
as he had done many times before, 
drove away. 
It is supposed that 


death was instantaneous, occurring 
about 7:30 a. m., as life had been ex- 
tinct for a short time when the body 
was discovered. Th'e exact cause and 
manner will, no doubt, never be 
ascertained. 


The road, just where the body was 


found, shows that the car had curved 
between two poles on the left side of 
the road, then to the opposite side 
along which ran a gutter, skidded 
back to the left and turned over, like- 
ly from the front wheels locking. The 
body was found near the side of the 
car in a position indicating he had 
been thrown out, the only mark be- 
ing a bruise upon the right side of 
the face. An examination was per- 
formed by Drs. E. L. Smith and T. S. 
Taylor, of Schellsburg, and Walter 
F. Enfield of Bedford, who agree in 
their report that Mr. Van Ormer was 
stricken with apoplexy while running 
the ear and lost control of the steer- 
ing apparatus, the machine turning 
on its side. 
Although the car was 


badly damaged,—the fenders bent, 
hood torn, wind-shield broken, and a 


door off,—it was run into Schells- 
burg on its own power. 
The body 


was conveyed to the home of his par- 
ents. 


Samuel Alfred Van Ormer was the 


second son of Capt. William W. and 
Salome (Bunn) Van Ormer and was 
born in Schellsburg about 44 years 
ago. 
His boyhood days were spent 


in that place and in 1890 became a 
teacher in the schools of the county; 
to this, work he devoted seven years 
in Napier Township, Schellsburg, 
Rainsbufg and Saxton, being princi- 
pal at the latter places. In 1897 he 
entered Pennsylvania 
(Gettysburg) 


College, from which institution he 
was graduated in 1901, when he was 
elected to the chair of natural science 
and higher mathematics at Maryland 
College for Women. He remained in 
the institution two years, at the-same 
time taking the teachers' co'urse .in 
geology at Johns Hopkins University; 
tMis jdual work made necessary; his 
securing outdpor employment, - and 
he went with the corps of engineers 
located at Wilmington, Del., and en- 
gaged in elevating the tracks,of the 
P., B. and W. through that city. 


On August 1, 1904, he secured the 


interest of the late Hon. Edward F. 
Kerr, and when death removed his j 
partner and friend, J. Frank Harcle- 
rode, he bought at public sale the 
second half-interest of the Bedford 
Gazette,'.conducting the paper up to 
the present time. 


-In April* 1911 he was -united in 


marriage with Miss Edna M. Smith, 
eldest daughter of the late John O. 
Smith of this place, who, with one 
child, Dorothy Elizabeth, aged 16 
months, survives. He also leaves his 
parents and three brothers: Rev". A. 
B. Bunn Van Ormer of Shippensburg, 
Dr. William L. of Schellsburg and 
Charles of .Cumberland. Miss Eliza- 
beth, his only sister, died on Decem- 
ber 20, 1912. 


-The funeral services will be held 


at 10 o'clock Sunday morning at the 
Van Ormer home in Schellsburg, con- 
ducted by Rev. H. W. Bender of the 
Lutheran 
Church.

He was secre- 
tary of the local Electric Light Com- 
pany at the present time and was a

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SUFFRAGE IS DISASTER 


California Worker in "Cause" for 


Years Sees Disappointing Results. 
Washington, D. C., August SI.— 


Where equal suffrage prevails men 
lose their respect for women, accord- 
ing to Miss Annie Bock, a 
"re- 


formed" California suffragette, who 
is quoted in vigorous denunciation of 
"the cause" in a statement given out 
from the headquarters here of the 
Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage. 
For a year Miss,.Bock -was 


one of Califoraia's active suffragettes, 
but she has become convinced that 
equal suffrage ,is not only -, a mistake 
but a disaster. As sized up by the 
Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage, "women who have^obtained 
the franchise are modern, Franken- 
steins, creators of a political monster 
that has turned' upon t.he sex with 
appalling results." The.statement of 
the antis then quotes Miss Bock "as 
follows: 


"It takes fortitude to"a4knpwledge 


one has been in the wr.p.ng.... .After 
due observation and deliberation, I 
am willing'to mak-e suctua, confession.- 
As secretary of the California Politi- 
cal'Equality League, thii largest suf- 
frage organization, in California, I 
gave without remuneration over a 
year of my life working./for suffrage! 
If I had it to do pver again, I would 
work twice as hard, if that were pos- 
sible, against suffrage. 


"As a member.of ten clubs and or- 


ganizations, 
as registrar, -.precinct 


captain, worker at headquarters and 
at the polls, I have had more than 
ordinary opportunity to observe the. 
•workings of suffrage''and I consider 
the result not only disappointing, but 
disastrous. It is most unsatisfactory 
"because what was surmised has been 
•demonstrated—-that the majority of 
women do not care to vote and have 
no interest in suffrage. 


:"Recently 
California 
suffragists! 


sent workers to initiate the 'New I 
York women into the California | 
modus operand!. 
Suffragists assert 


that women will purify politics. On 
the contrary, I have found that wo- 
men in politics are no better than 
men. 
The women of Colorado have 


had suffrage nearly 20 years, but, 
from what I have seen, I do not ber 
lieve the women of Colorado are any 
better off economically or in any oth- 
er way than the women of the worst 
anti-suffrage istate. 


"I do not deny that there are lova- 


ble, enthusiastic, suffragists, but they 
know not what they do. The persis- 
tency of a few agitators, a -small mi- 
nority of their sex, should not put 
upon the great majority of women 
an obligation and a burden which 
they do not care to bear and which 
will bring calamity • to the nation. 
Woman suffrage in California brought 
woman into too familiar contact with 
man. 
She has her rights now; she 


is equal to him—on his level. Where I 
previously men were generally cour- i 
teous, now they are rude. Woman j 
suffragists will almost make one be- 
lieve suffrage has been a" ^reat suc- 
cess in California. 
But if you ana- 


lyze what they say you will flad all 
the success they talk about is mere 
assertion."

FIRE AT DEFIANCE 


iMvelling With Nearly All of Its Con- 


tents Destroyed. 


Defiance, September 
10. — This 


forenoon about 11 o'clock we had one 
of the most exciting incidents that 
the quiet little village of Defiance has 
experienced for some time, when 
smoke was discovered pouring out at 
the roof of Norman Gracey's house 
on Main Street. Within a very short 
time several hundred persons from 
Defiance, Riddlesburg and tne nearby 
mines were at the place of the fire, 
and as it was seen at once that' it was 
useless to try to save the Graeey 
house, some of the men proceeded to 
remove the contents of the house 
while others went to work with a de- 
termination to save the houses on 
either side. 


There were only a few items from; 


the Graeey house saved every piece 
of which was more or less damaged. 
The windows and the siding of G. W. 
Taylor's house were damaged some 
by the flames and the contents of the, 
house on the side toward the fire 
were very much damaged by water. 
The house of George Fox, Sr., was 
also damaged but not so much as the 
Taylor house for the reason that 
there was a light breeze toward the 
Taylor house. 


The loss on Mr. Gracey's house 


was partly covered by insurance as 
was also the damage to Mr. Taylor's 
house. We can not say for Mr. Fox's 
house but we have good reason^ to be- 
lieve that he too carried some insur- 
ance on his property.

Every one fell in line and did nobly 


but we feel that special mention;, 
should be made of the very efficient, 
service rendered by teachers and stu- 
dents of the high-school who came 
down -in; a body 'and did their level 
best in every way they could be of 
most service. Several of the young 
men of the: school and of the town 
stuck to their posts, until they were 
exhausted and . partly - overcome by 
the intense heat.

Colonial iron 
Company showed their fellow-feeling 
by running up one of their railroad 
engines with a tank full of water and 
some hose which soon, did valuable 
service.

While we were fighting the flames 


at the Graeey house, an alarm was 
given that Edward Graffius' house 
.was on/fire which had caught from 
a spaj?k from'the Graeey house. 
A 


pick and a small but steady stream 
of water from a hose soon.put out 
the fire on the roof of the Graffius 
house. The Graffius building is cov- 
ere/1 with shingles while the Fox 
house and the Taylor house are cov- 
ered with sheet iron. If these houses 
Had been covered-'with shingles it 
would have been impossible to:.;save 
them even with all the help at hand. 


No one knows how it caught or 


just where the fire started as it was. 
not'discovered until the whole.roof 
seemed to'be burning. 
Mr. Graeey 


is working in Altoona, the • children 
were out somewhere and Mrs. Gracey 
had just "gone on'an errand to the 
home of a neighbor. -We ail sympa- 
thize with the Gracey family in their 
loss and yet we feel to rejoice that 
we were able to confine the flames 
to the three buildings; for 'had there 
been alack ofihelp or had there been 
a strong -current of wind it would 
have swept one-third of the town. 


This fire again brings to our at- 


tention, the necessity of organizing a 
fire brigade not only of the .men but 
of the women, and'the girls and boys 
for the reason that during the day 
nearly all the men of the town are 
at work.in the mines; a,nd some of 
them are working at s6me. distance 
from-home. .To'prove that it would 
be .worth while: to/organize the ladies 
we need only to mention that we- had 
much less trouble with lining up the 
girls for passing water than with the 
boys and we are satisfied that the. 
boys could not have passed it more 
skillfull}' than did the girls. 


After consulting with some of the 


citizens of the town, we have decided 
to call a meeting for next Monday 
night in Little Hall for the purpose of 
organizing a fire company of some 
sort. 
Every person who is directly 


interested in the welfare of the town- 
is expected to be present.

The United State Civil Service will demand the appoint- 


ment of approximately 35.000 additional employees during 
the coming year to handle the increased mail on account of 
the new Parcel Post Law. 


The opportunities for positions in the Civil Service were 


never better.

Railway Mail Service 


The Railway Mail Service is one of the best branches of 


the service. The salaries start at $900 a year and increase 
from year to year to $1800 a year. 


Railway Mail Clerks have charge of receiving, hand- 


ling, distributing and delivering United States Mail matter 
on trains, steamers, etc. Practically every mile of railroad 
in the United States is now covered by this service, the total 
mileage, including steam and electric roads and steamboat 
routes, being over 245.000 miles. 


The service is so extensive and gives employment to so 


many that necessarily a large number of changes, promo- 
tions, and new appointments are made every year.

T*xt of the Lesson, Ex. xx, 12-21. 


Memory Verse*, 12-17—Golden Text, 
Luke x, 27—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
Continuing our study of the two ta- 


bles given to Moses, we will look first 
at • the six remaining commandments 
and then at what is written concerning 
the'relation of the whole to the sinner 
and the'saint' The fifth command is 
repeated and applied to believers to- 
day In^pn. vi. 1-3. In reference to the 
sbrtlv "Thou shalt not kill," our Lord 
taught that it was dangerous even to 
be angry, and in 1 John 111, 15, we read 
that "whosoever hateth "his brother is 
a murderer.'' In reference to the sev- 
enth Matt, v, 28, teaches that it may 
be Broken by even a look. "As to the 
eighth, the question is asked In Mai. 
Ill, 8. "Will a man rob God?" and the 
answer is. "Ye have robbed Me In 
tithes and offerings." 


Many a man who would not be guilty 


of stealing a dime or a nickel robs God 
of His Sabbath day by finding his own 
pleasure in it and is meaner than Ja- 
cob in refusing to give back to God at 
least :i teuth of that which God has 
so bountifully given to him. A good 
comment on the ninth is found In Zach. 
vli, 10; viii. 17, where we are forbidden 
even to imagine evil in our hearts 
against a brother or a neighbor. If any 
testify falsely against us it gives us 
fellowship with the Lord Jesus, against 
whom false witnes'ses were hired to 
testify, even as it had been predicted, 
"False witnesses did rise up; they laid 
'iD my charge things that I knew not" 
(P-s. xxxv, 11; Matt, xxvl, 59-61). 


As to covetousness. It was on that 


point that Paul saw his sinfulness 
(Bom. vii, 7) and afterward wrote that 
covetousness is idolatry (Col. iii, 5) 
Our Lord said. "Take heed and be- 
ware of covetousness, for a man's life 
conslsteth not in the abundance of the 
things which he possess^th" (Luke xii, 
15.) From the voice of God and the 
thunderings ^ud the lightnings and the 
noise of the trumpet the people remov- 
ed and stood afar off, and Moses alone 
drew near (\erses 18-21) 
The law is 


holy and just and good (Rom. vii, 12) 
and sets forth the holiness without 
whicfa no man can see God. It is so 
holy that r»o mere mortal .man ever 
kqpt *t or could keep it, for it brings us 
all in >guilty before God and shuts ev- 
ezy mouth, tor by the law is the knowl- 
edge of sin (Rom. iii, 19. 20). 


"If there had been a law given which 


Gould have given life, verily righteous- 
ness should have 'been bj the law" 
(Gal. iii, 21) But it is evident that no 
man is justified by the law In the sight 
of God, for as many as are of the 
works ot the law are under the curse. 
foe It is wrtten, "Cursed is every one 
that continueth not in all things which 
aoe written in the book of the law to 
do them." But Christ hath redeemed 
us from the curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us. The law brings 
us all in guilty and leads us to Christ 
that we might be justified by faith 
(Gal. 
lit, 10-13. 24. 25). He alone of 


all men kept the law perfectly in 
thought, word and deed and became 
the end of the law for righteousness, 
to every one that believeth, but there 
always have been and still are those 
who, being Ignorant of God's righteous- 
ness and going about to esxablish their 
own righteousness, have not submitted 
themfceJves unto the righteousness of 
God (Rom. x, 3. 4). 


Such are all those who talk about 


salvation by character and the Golden 
Rule as their creed and the Sermon on 
the Mount good enough for them. They 
have not noticed that the first utter 
ance of Christ on that occasion shuts 
their mouths. Cor where is their pov- 
erty of spirit while they talk of how
